An Open Letter 


To The Farmers of Raymond and 
District, 
Re: Irrigation Water 

The Chamber of Commerce has been 
trying for a number of years to get 
the Welling-Craddock road hardsur- 
fced. This has been promised sever- 
@ times but something always comes 
up to delay it. In recent weeks the 
Chamber has been petitioning the 
Minister of Highways and other gov- 
ernment officials with considerable 
zeal trying to get work started this 
fall. 

As most of you know, a govern- 
ment inspector was down earlier this 
summer to take traffic counts and to 
make a report on the conditions of 
the road. The traffic count was al- 
right but the inspector turned in a 
negative report on the road's condi- 
tion. Besides the soft spots the in- 
spector informed the officials that a 
considerable amount of waste irriga- 
tion water was being allowed to run 
off into the barrow-pits. The govern- 
meat takes a dim view of this as they 
Say that this water undermines the 
road bed and weakens the siructure 
of the road. The Highways Depart- 
ment have repeatedly used this as 
excuse for not giving us hardsuriac: 
so the Chamber of Commerce sincere- 
ly begs the water users along this 
road and those adjacent to them, to 
take extreme precautions against this 
beng allowed to happen. The Depart- 
ment will continue to use this as an 
out as long as it is allowed to hap- 
pen, so for the good of the community 
as a whole please exercise due care 
with your irrigation water. 

The Minister of Hghways, the Hon. 
Gordon Taylor, with members of his 
Department and the Hon. L,. C. Halm- 
rast, member for this Constituency,, 
will be down here to make a personal 
inspection of this whole road and to 
attend a meeting, as advertised be- 
low, to discuss this problem. Your at- 
tendance at this meeting may be the 
difference between success and fail- 
ure as far as this hardsurfacing pro- 
ject is concerned so we ask your full 
co-operation—no water in the barrow- 
pits and your attendance at this meet 
ing.
